PARIS, Nov. 19.—In 1913 there were 


forty-one out of eighty-six departments | 


in France in which the births exceeded 
the deaths. In October of 1920 there 
is only one department—Finisterre— 
where there is a small excess of births 
—1,027 births to 1,000 deaths. In all 
the rest of France deaths exceed the 
births. 

This decline is not new in France. 


For the last century from many “Ge 


partments similar figures have come, 
particularly those departments in 
which there are large cities. But since 
the war it has been greatly accelerated. 


Decline During | 

The birth rate of all the belligerents 
declined during the war period chiefly 
owing to the great sacrifice of men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 35, but no 
country suffered proportionately with 
France. 

Many committees have formed to in- 
vestigate the question, but they are 
able to do little besides give reports 
compiled by them as follows: 

“Generally speaking the decline of 
the French birthrate is ascribed to 
comfort, selfishness, lack of morals and 
« sense of failure to understand the 
superior interests of the community. 

“It is strange that Frenchmen, who 
do not hesitate to give up their lives 
for France, should not breed and bring 
up children for her sake. Frenchmen 
Je not become aware of the depopula- 
tion of their country chiefly because 
of the influx of foreigners. The dan- 
eer is threatening the very heart of 
Mrance, chiefly because of the immense

DRY LAW AUTHOR 
WOULD MAKE LAW 
DRIER THAN EVER 


Minneapolis, Minn. Nov. 19.— } 
Amendment of the Volstead prohibi- 
tion enforcement act may be neces- 
Sary as a result of the recent decision 
of the United States Supreme court 
legalizing the movement of liquor in- 
tended for personal use, in the opinion 
of the chief framer of the acts. Con- 
gressman Andrew J. Volstead. 

“The federal law,” Mr. Volstead said, 
“clearly prohibits ‘transportation’ of 


liquor. I think the federal enforce- | 


ment bureau has been unnecessarily 
strict perhaps, in refusing to issue 
permits for the movement of HNquor 
bought for personal use before the act 
took effect. But it seems to be un- 
wise to permit liquor to be moved 
without some kind of a permit. 

“If the situation seems to call for 
it, we can easily amend the law.”

Kernels saved from a single wheat 
Plant will .add:- hundreds of loaves 
every year to the Illinois bread bas. 
ket. “Turkey Red 10-110,” the new 
wheat, which outyields its ancestor. 
Turkey Red, by six bushels to the 
acre on a five year average, has been 
developed by the plant breeding divi- 
sion of the agronomy department of 
the University of Illinois under the 
@irection of Dr. L. H. Smith, professor 
of plant breeding. 

Ten years of careful work have been 
spent by agronomists in developing 
the new wheat. The story of “ Turkey 
One 
of the agronomists, walking through 
a field of Turkey Red wheat, found 
a strong plant that differed in type 
from the rest in the fleld. This plant 
was marked and looked after carefully 
until ripe. It was cut, thrashed, and 
the seed was saved and grown in a 
test row with a thousand other wheat 
seedlings which looked promising. Ac- 
cording to the report, it outstripped 
them all, and was selected by the spe 
Clalists for propagation. Year after 
year seed has been saved, and the 
whole strain has been developed from 
a single individual mother plant. 

*” Turkey Red 10-110" has multiplied 
80, that it is now ready for distribution 
With the in- 
‘crease in’ yields this new strain is capa- 
ble of producing, Turkey Red, the old 
that has been heading the 
list in this state, will no doubt be 
forced back in the ranks.
